As for the Reformation of the Church, which the Cove- 
nant pretends, I cannor think ir juit, or comely, that 
by the pattial Ad+ ice of a few Divines (ot fo lofi and fer= 
vile tempers,. as dilpoſed them ro ſudden acting and 
compliznce contrary to rhei: toriue: judgments) ruch 
foul Scandals and Suſpitions ſhou'd be caſt upon rhe 
Docttine and Government of the Church of England, as 
was never done (that I have heard; by any that deſerve 
ed the name of i eformed Chuiches abroad, nor by any 
men of learning or Candor at hoine ; a'l whole judg- 
ments I cannot bur prefer, betore any men's now fact» 


ouſly engaged, 


No man can be more forward than my ſelf, ro carry 
on.!l due Reformation , with mature jud: menr anda 
good Conſcience, in whar things | tha!ll /after impar-

I thank God, asno man lay more upon to temptari- 
ons of uſurping the Church lands and revenues ; fo 1] have 
always had ſuch a perfect abhorrence of itin my Soul , 
thatl never found the leaſt inclination to ſuch ſacrilegi. 
ousreformings : Yet no man hath a greater defire to have 
Biſhops and all Church-men ſo reformed, that they may 
beſt deſerve-and uſe, not only what the pious Muni- 
ficence of my Predeceſlors hath given to God and the 
Church, bur all other additionsof Chriſtian Bounty. 


But no neceſſity ſhall ever (Thope) drive Me or Mine 
to invade or ſell the Prieſt's Lands : which both Pha- 
raoh's Divinity and Joſeph's true Piety abhorr'd todo. So 
unjuſt I think it, both in the Eye of Reaſon and Religi- 
on, to deprive the moſt ſacred employment of all due 
encouragements 3 and like the other hard-hearted Pha- 
raoh, to withdraw the Straw and encreaſe the Taſk : So 
purſuing the oppreſſed Church (as ſome havedone) to 
the Red-Sea of a Civil War; where nothing bur a Mira. 
clecan ſave it,or Him, who eſteems his greateſt Title to 
be called, and his chiefeſt Glory to be 'The Defender of 
the Church, both in its true Faith, and its juſt Fruicions, 


equally abhorring Sacriledge and Apoſtacy, 
XV. Upon the Scandals caſt upon the King. 
Tt was a great part of ſome mens. Religion to ſcanda- 


lize Me and Mine: They thought theirs could not be

rrue, if they cryed not down mine as falſe. Ithank 
God, I have had more tryal of his Grace, as to the con- 
ſtancy of my Religzon, in the Proteſtant Profeſſion of the 
Church of England, both abroad and at homes, than ever 
they are like to have. 


Nor do I know any exception Iam ſo liable to, in 
their opinion, as too great a fixednels in thar Religion, 
whoſe judicious and ſolid grounds, both from Scriprute 
and Antiquity, will nor give my Conlcience leave t0 ap- 
prove or conſent to thoſe many dangerous. and divided 
[Innovations , which the bold ignorance 'of ſome men 
would needs obtrude upon Me and my People : contra- 
ry to thoſe well-tryed Foundations both of Truth and 
Order, which men of far greater learning and clearer 
Zeal have ſetled in rhe Confeſſion and Conſtitution of 
this Church in England : which many former Parliaments, 
in the moſt calm and unpaſſionate times, have oft con. 
firmed, In which I ſhall ever by Gods help perſevere. 


XV1. Tpon the Ordinance againſt the Common Prayer-Book, 


Thol am nor againſt a grave, modeſt , diſcreet and 
humble uſe of Miniſters Gifts, even in publick, the bet- 
ter tO fit and excite their own and the peoples afteRions 
tothe preſent occaſions : Yet I know no neceſliry, why 
private and fingle Abilities ſhould quite juſtle ouc and 
ceprive the Church of the joynt Abilities and concurrent 
gitrs of many learned and godly men ; ſuch as the Com- 
polers of the Service-Book were 3 who may in all reaſon 
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be thought to have more of Gifts and Graces, enabli: # 
ro Compoſe with ſerious deliberation and concurrent 
advice ſuch Forms of Prayer, as may beſt fir the Church- 
es common wants, inform the Heaters underſtanding, 
and ſtir up thar fiduciary and fervent Application of their 
Spirits (wherein conſiſts the very Life and Soul of Pray- 
er) then any private man by his ſolitary Abilities can 
be preſumed to have. 


The wanr of Liturgy, I believe ; this Church will ſuf- 
hciently feel when the unhappy truits of many mens un- 
govern'd ignorance and confident defe&ts ſhall be diſ- 
cover'd in more errours, Schiſms, diſorders and un- 
charitable diſtrations in Religion : which are already 
but too many, the more's the pitty. 


One of the greateſt faults ſome men found with our 
Common-prayer-book, 1 believe, was this : That it taught 
them to pray ſo oft for Me : for which Petitions they 
had not Loyalty enough to ſay Amen ; nor yet Charity 
enough to forbear reproaches, and even curſing of Me 
in their own Forms, 1aſtead of praying for Me. I wiſh 
their Repentance may be their only puniſhmear. 


XVII. Of the Differences in point of Church Government. 


I muſt now in Charity be thought defirous to preſerve 
that Government in irs right Conſtitution , as a Matter of 
eligion; Wherein my Judgment is fully ſatisfied, that 
it hath of all other the fulleſt Scripture Grounds, and - 
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fo the conſtant Praftice of all Chriſtian Churches, til! 
of lare years. 


They muſt give me leave having none of their tem 
cations to alter the Government of B:ſhops (that I may 
have a Title to their Eſtates) not to believe their pre= 
rended grounds to any new wayes contrary to the full 
and conſtant Teſtimony of all Hiſtories, ſufhcientiy 
convincing unbiaſſed men, 


Not that am againſt the managing of this Preſidency 
and Authority in one man, by the joynt Counſel and 
Conſent of many Presbyters. 1 have offerd ro reſtore thar, 
as a fit means to avoid thoſe Errors , Corruprions, Par- 
Llalities , which are incident to any one man : alſo to 


. avaid Tyranny , which becomes no Chriſtian, leaſt of 


all Church. men. Beſidesit will be a means to take away 
that burden and Odium of affairs, which may lay too 
heavy upon one mans Shoulders , as indeed 1 think it 
did formerly on the B:ſhops here. 


For thoſe ſecular Addiraments and Ornaments of 
Authority, Civil Honour, and Eſtate, which my Pre- 
deceſſors, and Chriſtian Princes in all Countries have 
annexed to Rrſhops and Church-men ; I look upon them 
bur as juſt Rewards of their Learning and Pjety , who 
are fit to be in any degree of Church-Government ; alſo 
Enablements ro works of Chatity , and Hoſpitality ; 
meer ſtrengthening of their Authority in Point of reſ- 
peRand obſervance 5 which in Peaceful rimes is hardly 
payed to any Governors by the meaſure of their Vir. 
*tues ſo much as by that of their Eſtates, 
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( 13) 

I would have ſuch men Brſhops as are moſt worthy of 
ſuch Encoutagements, and ableſt ro uſe them. Ifat any 
time my Judgment of men failed, my gcod Intent» 
ons made my Error Venial. I am ſure] had, Whoſe 
Learning , Gravity , and Piety, no man ofany Worth 
or Forehead can deny, 


The Abuſes of Ep1ſcopacy deſerve to be Extirpatcd , as 
well as the uſeretained ; for I hold it far better to hold 
*to Primitive and uniform Antiquity than to comply 
<with divided noveltie. A right Epiſcopacy will at once 
* ſatisfy all juſt deſires and intereſts of good Biſhops , 
© humble Presbyters, and ſober People : ſo as Church 
$ Aﬀairs ſhould be managed neither with Tyranny , Pa- 
« rity, nor Popularity z neither Biſhops Ejeed , nor 
, Presbyters deſpiſed, nor People oppreſſed. And in 
this Integrity , both of my Judgment and Conſcience, [ 
hope God will Preſerve me, 


XVII. Upon Uxbridg Treaty. 


Ta Church. affarrs , where I had leaſt Liberty of Pry- 
dence , haveing ſo many ſtrict tyes of Conſcience upon 
me z yerI was willing to condeſcend ſo far to the ſetling 
of them , as might have given fair ſatisfaRion to all men, 
whom Faction , Covetouſneſs, or Superſtition had 
not Engaged more , than any true Zeal, Charity, or love 
of Reformation. 


God knows,and Time will diſcover, who were moſt to 
blame 
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biame for the unſuccesfulneſs of that Treaty, and who 
muſt bear rhe guilt of after Calamities. Ibelievel am 
very excuſable , both before God and all unpaſſionate 
men; Who have ſeriouſly weighed theſe tranſactions, 
wherein | endeavoured no leſs the Reſtauration of Peace 
to my People, than the Preſervation of my own Crowns 
ro my Poſteriy. 


Upon the Reformation of the Times. 


T am forry to ſee, ( after the freedom of Parliament 
was by factious Tumults oppreſſed )how little regard was 
had to the good Laws Eſtabliſhed, and the Relg1on ſet- 
led ; (which gee to be the firſt Rule and ſtandard of 
Reforming ) with how much Partiality , and Popular 
Compliance, the Paſſions and Opinions of men have 
been gratified, ro the detriment of the Public, and the 


infinite ſcandal of the Reformed Religion. 


Whar D:ſſolutions of all Order and Government in 
the Church! What Novelties of Schiſms and Corrupt O- : 
pinions ! What undecences and Confuſions in ſacred 
Adminiſtrations ! What Sacrilegious Invaſions upon the 
Rights and Revenues of the Church | What Contempt and 
oppreſbon of the Clergy ! 


I conceive that where the Scripture is not ſo clear and 
* Pun&ual in precepts > there the conſtant and univerſal | 
*Practice of the Church, in things not contrary to reaſon, 
faith good manners, or any poſitive command, is the 
beſt Rule that Chriſtians can follow.
